Acliievement of this goal, a demand for which emerged as ear'ly 
as 16TQ and for the accopiance of which National leaders life 
Gopal 1 ri shan Golliale made salient efforts, between 1901 and 1917, 
has eluded the i'Jai i on in'Spite of runrerted efforts. What was 
eiipurI c'cJ to lie arhi oved by 1960, within ten yetirs of the adoption 
nf till-' Caiv.i j 1 uL I nn 1 is sLjII unrealised and ths^ National Policy 
cm Lducation (19R6) puts (he target for i tsi realisation to 1990 
foi tfie age group 6--11 years .and to 1995 for thr.? age group 6--t4 
years, rarlinc i hn educaiion Commission (1964-66) notod that 'In 
View (if I lie jmmnniii-' ili f f iiul ( M-.'-n. involved mii'-'h as lack of 
.adOiinatn r e'lii lui i es., I r einenduus Increa'ie in popul .a1 I on , resii-itonce 
to the oilucation of gir I'a, larc)e iiuinber of children of the 
bad w.-ir(l i.lac.s.es, general poverty of the ps^opl e and illiteracy 
and apathy of parents, the realisation of constltutional 
directive has remained unfulfilled'.

According to the F'lfth All India Educational Survey, 
for which selerlnd s tat'I sties as on Boptemher 30, 1986 have been 
f ecentl y released, the 'Cross Erirolmoni Ratio for classes I~V 
(6--11 years) was 93.6" as against Bi.65 in 197B. These ratios for 
boys and girls were 1h6„^? and 79.89 respectively. The Gross 
Enrolment Ratio fot' classes VI-VTIJ (11-14 years) was ‘48,51 as 
against 37.94 in 1778™ These ratios (or boys and girls were 60.61 
and 35,57 r ospect i ve^l y ' ™ Thf?re is also an imbalance in the march 
towards the achievement 0 + targets of universalization of 
elementary EiJucaiion. Except the States of Andhra Pradesh, Goa, 
Gujarat, Karnataka, l-i-irala, Maharashtra, Meghalaya, Mi*ioram, 
Nagaland, Bikdim, Tamil Nadu and Tripura and the Union 
Territories of Dadra ?!< Nagar Havel 3 , Daman S' Dili, Lakshadweep and 
Pond 1 c tiorr y, the target is yet to be achieved even for the age 
group 6-11 years in terms of Gross Enrolment Ratios. The lowest 
achievements are in the Btales of Bihar (79.13), Jammu S' Kashmir 
(79„96), Rajasthan (80.31), Uttar Pradesh (69.29) and West Bengal 
(78,86) and the Union Territory of Chandigarh (80.55). The Gross 
Enrolment Ratio For this age group for the country as a whole has 
been identified as 93.63. In 'the age group 11-14 years, none of 
the States and UTs except Goa has bef?n found to have a Gross 
Enrolment Ratio of above 100 and states of Andhra Pradesh 
(39.55), Arunachal Pradesh (34.43), Bihar (29.92), Madhya Prndosh 
(43.711), Nagaland (41.63), Grissa (40-71), Rajasthan (3B.%),

An nssosniTient of reterdion rates assumes importancp in this 
cofitoKt'. A correct assessment oi r etent ion rates that indicate 
the numUt-r ot children tliat move to class V and VI IT out of every 
luo children that are enrolled in class 1 in a given year can be

The iower participation rates of 
girls as compared to hoys reveals another dimension of the 
problRiTi, The Clfth All India E'ducational Durvey reveals that 
perrontage of girls enrolment to total enrolment increased from 
38„Z7 in 1978 to 41. lA in 1986 In grades I to V and from 3?.. 70 to 
75,4G in grades VT to VITl for the country as a whole. Lagging

The Board, therefore, recommends that a radical 
recon‘=,1:i'urt j nn of the n:-!ist.i nt;| oyrstem shbi.il,d be carried out 
Ihi’uur-ih ttio adoption of multiple entry riyfiiteift aniJ a large 
scale firoqramme of part'-time education for those children who 
cannot attend schools, for some reason or the other, on a 
whole time basis.

A review of the doveiopmonts in the field of non-formal

CHAPTER III 


DESIGM A^JD F^-FCOCEOURE; 


To achieve the objectives o-f the study specified in the 
preceding chapter, an attempt was made to select primary schools 
in ttio rnr'=‘l areas of two of the ton educationally backward 
stales. These states were Rajasthan and Uttar Pradesh which 
happen to have a siieable portjou of low enrolment and retention 
uf children in primary schoolsH The data for the study were 
collected from teachers, parents and supervisors connected with 
the selected schools through questionnain?s/interviews. Details 
about till? oKistence of ParenL-teacher Associations in primary 
schools and the emslence of district or state levels 
Assoriations were also called for from the state level agencies 
working in the fif?ld of elementary education. This chapter 
provides the specifics of design and procedure covering the 
sample drawn, tools designed for rollertion of data and 
statjSt 1 cal/descriptive procedures followed for the 
1 nterprel at 1 on and an lysis of data. 

3-1 De sio n 

The study followed .a survey design methodology as the major 
emfihaoj s in ttie objectives had been to collected information 
about i he current practices in the domain of parent-teacher 
coriperat j on for I ho promotion of primary education in rural 
arf'uu, TtiH survey rovunjil three major' dimensions, vi**, (i) the 
extent of existence of Parent-Teacher Associations in the primary 
srJiuolo, ttieir ronstitution, frequency ofmeetinqs, collection of 
funds and their uti1 j sation; (ii) the extent of involvement of the 
parents jn these asstociatians and the benfits arising out of this 
i rivol vemi^nt; and (iii) the vision of the* teachers on the need and 
importance of uciJicitjiK-j coopervnt ion of the parents and the steps 
i c' bo talon lo imjirove thin r onperrit i on. The differential 
LLMitext oi the survey was provided by the states and the views of 
the tealiers, parents and supervisors interviewed for this 
piupi'M'. bpiM ifli in(ni mat 1 on ahoiil ii.tnitpw .mil wrhnols are 
provided in the sample drawn. 

3 .? Eamule 

Two states of Rajasthan and Uttar Pradesh from amongst the 
ten criucationa] 1 y backward states were selected for a survey of 
LUrrent practices of parent-teacher cooperation in the field of 
Sf] ementary education- Primary schools in one block of each of 
those' states were sc*] e'cti-'d tor study.

The questi onnai re was Qot liHed by one teacher in each 
school who in a laryo majority o-f schools happened to be the Head 
teacher. In some schuols, however, the absence of the 
Headteacher necessitated the -filling up o-f the questionnaire by 
an assistant teacher in consultation with his colleagues. The 
same proceduKe was adopted by the Head teachers In ■filling in the 
quest 1 onnair e. 

The sample of teachers, parents and supervisors selected for

4,2 y_\,ews of Of f 1 C l* Pe arers of Na ti on al . 

Sta te and L ev el PTAs 

It was found that two Parent-Teacher Associations were 
functioning in the country at the National level. Both I ho'^c* 
Associations had thoir htvidquarters at Delhi. The President and 
Tredsur(?r of one of these organisations I nown as the National 
Parent Teacher AssoriatJon of India could be contacted for a 
dtscussiun. The President of the other Association known as the 
Parent Teacher Assacjation of India could be contacted over the 
phone but could not spare time for a discussion owing to ill 
heal Lh. 


The 'orjuvHiur brought out by tlie National Parent Teacher 
AbsueIti on of India in 1907 highlighting achievements of the last 
35 years indicated that thi? F'arent Teacher cooperatian movement 
in India started in 1952 with the motto of "Better homes, Better 
jSChaols, fietter community and Better citizens." Initially the 
‘formulation of PTAs were tried out in some prestigeous Higher 
Becondry Schools in Delhi. The success of these PTAs helped the 
•department of Eduction in Delhi to isgue ihstruotioim to thfi 
schools to set up PTAs. The lead was taken up in other states in 
tP>S|innsn to i nstrur 1 inns sent by the Central Ministry of 
Cdiii ,n( V oi I. I'luu inovi'iiii >0 I r i'm«i I ikvI (onfinnd In Delhi till 196T 
whan the first Mational Convention of Pareni s and Teachers was 
^organised which, besides arousing public interest resulted Into 
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the ■formation of National Parent Teacher Assocation of India and 
Dr. Radhakrishnan, the then President of India became the Chief 
Patron of the Aesociation. State branches of the Association were 
set up in Madras, West Bengal, Orissa, Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, 
Uttar Pradesh and Rajasthan in 1964. The Association had been 
organising National Conferences from tune to tune and the 12th 
confernce in the series was organised in 1987, The Association 
sought affiliation with the International Federationfor Parent 
Teacher Education and the President of MPTA participated in the 
Annaul Gianeral Conference of the International Federation at 
Neuchatel in Gwitzeriand in 1972. The Parent Teacher quarterly 
magazine was started by the Association In 1963 and continued to 
be published till 1978 when paucity of resources resulted in its 
di scoot J nuation. 

The President of the Association in her discussions with the 
study team felt strongly that Parent Teacher cooperation movement 
being a voluntary efforts depended for its success on the 
palrnriage of the programmes by the c‘ducatiDnal administrators. 

She commended the wort done by their Tamil Nadu branch and 
ascribed its success to the support eutended the Director of 
Education in the state. On the organisational structure to keep 
linis with states units of PTAs, she felt that large groups of 
voluntary workers de-voted to the cause need ho be trained by 
ineititutions like NCERT or NIEPA and the National leadership 
should also encourage and enthuse the masses Lo take Interest in 
the proper functioning of the institutions at all levels- The 
Mationai , State and District level PTAs needed to be financially 
feupportcd by the Eduration Departments if the movement was to 
iBCome Slice O';-s f Lil . In her opinion, the masseo in general 
artiirularly in 1 hi-' l'■Ll^tll arr-ar, were not sufficienlly enlightened 
to eHtond cooppi'aij on In tU adpmit: matloro but eKtended support 
for proviBion uf friri ] i ti ns in Llio schorilu which were' of direct 
bpni'fit': to ttu'ii' own rhildrun.
